NAZI GERMANY'S ONCE 
GREAT MILITARY MACHINE 
RAPIDLY COLLAPSING

end of tho bloody conquest of It- 
nly was proclaimed by Gen- Mark 
Clark. 
Nazi Germany's once-unexcelled 


military machine was collapsing 
amid rumors of imminent peace. 
Russians hammered in on the 


final, melting Nazi pocket in Ber- 
lin. 
Five Allied armies won or 
entered the citadels 
of Munich, 


Milan, Genoa, and Venice In 
a 


swift, powerful squeeze on 
the 


Germans' southern redoubt. 


Americans of the Ninth Army 
met 
Russians 
south 
of Magdo- 


burg on the Elbe, widening the 
corridor 
splitting German arm: 


to perhaps 80 miles. 


German armies In Italy have 


"been 
virtually eliminated as a 
military 
^orcc," Clnrk 
asserted, 


with 25 enemy divisions shatter- 
ed In the 22-day British-American 
offensive. 
The Nazis "can no lon- 
ger 
effectively 
resist 
our 
ar- 
mies." the 18th Army Group com- 
mander said.

I also saw and 


smelled the filthy hovels where 
they were herdd until the fleeing 
SS Guards st fire to them, burn- 
ing severe! hundred Jews alive.

Talks to Survivors. 


Standing amidst the burnt, tor- 


tured, wound-gashed corpses, Sell- 
lor asked the Germans to remove 
their hats In tribute to men who 
"like yourselves could 
see, 
feel, 
hear, smell and taste like othnr 
humans but who were coldly and 
Inhumanely murdered " 


Sheiller said "You mav say that 
you weren't 
personally

ble for all this, but remember you 
stood for the government which 
perpetrated atrocities like these."

MUSSOLINI SHOT TO 
DEATH BY VENGEFUL 
ITALIAN PATRIOTS 


HIS BEAUTIFUL MISTRESS 
AND 17 FASCIST LEAD- 
ERS ALSO EXECUTED 


MILAN, April 30.—</P>—The ex- 


ecution of Benito Mussolini touch- 
ed off a purge today of Fascism'^ 
chief leaders which reached Mar- 
shal Rodolfo Granzir.no who waft 
reported to have been convicted 
and executed. 


In a last melodramatic gesture 
before he died. Mussolini offered 
to buy hla lifo with "an empire," 
the Milan Communist 
newspaper 
reported today In a stark Inter- 
view with II Duce's executioner. 


Mussolini's body swung from its 
heels 
against 
the 
rusty 
steel 


framework of a half-finished gas- 
oline station In the center of Mi- 
lan. 
The 61-year old former dic- 
tator, 
along 
with 
his 
mistress, 


Olaretta 
Petacci, 
and 
17 other 
Fascist leaders, was shot to death 
by Italian patriots at Guilano De 
Messergere 
near Como Saturday 
afternoon. 


Grazlannl went on trial here 


this morning, a few hours after 
the bodies of Mussolini and tho 
other topflight Fascists were re- 
moved from public display at the 
Piazza Loreta where they were 
dumped from a van Saturday.

Liberated U. S. 
Soldiers To Be 
Returned Home 


PARIS, 
April 
30.—(/P)—Every 


American soldier liberated 
from 


German prison camps will go home 
"as fast as the army can get him 
there," supreme headquarters an- 
nounced today. 


"In return for the German prom- 


ise to leave the prisoners In the 
camps In the path of the Allied 
advance, rather than take them 
along on forced marches, United 
States authorities agreed that all 
liberated military personnel would 
be prohibited from taking further 
part in the war against Germany, 
either as combat or service troops, 
and they are sticking by their part 
01 the agreement," supreme head- 
quarters declared. 


The sick and wounded will be 


g4Ven preference 
and 
evacuated 


home 
through 
normal 
medical 


channels as soon as their condition 
permits. 


A series of 
evaculation camps 


have been prepared for the others. 
Then they will receive part of their 
back pay, the final settlement to 
be made when they return to Am- 
erica. They may 
file claims for 


any money or personal property 
lost at the hands of the Germans. 


On arrival In America ->each re- 


leased soldier will get a 21-day fur- 
lough.

ing -developments pointed.-to Ger- 
many's collapse. 


Prime Minister Churchill was re- 


ported preparing a statement for 
Commons tomorrow, but there was 
no indication of what he might 
sav. 


This capital was outwardly calm, 


even though a "V-E" day announce- 
ment was expected at any hour. 
There was more ministerial activi- 
ty In Whitehall than there had 
been in some time. 


There were Indications that only 


details of Germany's surrender re- 
mained to be worked out. These 
may concern whether Hlmmler, or 
any other ranking Nazi chieftain 
could give solid evidence that Gor- 
man pockets on tho Atlantic coast 
and In Norway would lay 
down 


their arms.

EUROPEAN WAR HAS PRODUCED 
WEEK-END OF VERY ELUSIVE 
QUESTIONS WITHOUT ANSWERS

The European war has produced 


a week-end budget 
of questions 


which have been dancing about as 
eluslvely as the shimmering heat 
waves over a country road in Au- 
gust. 


Why has Himmler-the-Hangman 


offered to surrender to tho West- 
ern allies but not to the Hussions'.' 
Is he likely to bow to the demand 
for unconditional surrender to all 
three of the allied powers? Is Hit- 
ler dead of Incapacitated? 


These queries remained without 


definite answer but there was thin 
gratifying certainty: Nazism has 
the death rattle In its throat, as 
a token of this the U. S. Seventh 
army today is master of Munich, 
whelping ground of this unholy 
Ism. 
Across the Alps In Northern 


Italy Milan, birthplace of the fas- 
cism which partnered nazlsm, also 
was occupied by American troops, 
and Mussolini lay dead 
at tho 


hands of his own people who con- 
demned him and nhot him through 
the back. 


As regards the tiichtei, the In- 
dication! long have been that b« at 


least wasn't In normal health. It's 
generally accepted that 
he has 


been badly Injured In the bomb at- 
tempt on his life last year and has 
been failing ever since. 
Substance 


has been added to this by the 
fact that Hlmmler and Propaganda 
Minister GoebbeU have been in 
the saddle for a long time, and we 
now have 
Hlmmler 
apparently 


speaking In his own name In the 
vital matter 
of national surren- 


der. 


And 
what 
of 
Himmler? He's 


frightened of the Russians because 
of the awful atrocities ho commit- 
ted against them while Germany 
was winning, but gambled that the 
Western allies might be soft enough 
to let him off with his life. 


Howovur, that may not be the 


whole story. Hlmmler Is a crafty 
devil and Is quite well aware that 
If Britain and America accepted 
Germany's surrender, while leaving 
Russia out nf the picture, it might 
cause a rupture of the alliance. 


Anyway, the next move Is up to 


Hlmmler.

The affirmative vote on the two 


Russian 
Soviets 
and Argentina 


was reported as 9 to 3, with China 
not voting and one of the H mem- 
ber nations not represented. There 
was speculation that Russia, Czech- 
oslovakia and Yugoslavia cast the 
negative ballots. 


If and when a plenary confer- 


ence session ratifies the Argentine 
invitation, that government prob- 
ably would be asked first to sign 
the United Nations declaration. 


Then Oscar Ibarra Garcia, now 


Argentine ambassador to the Unit- 
ed States, who Is In Washington 
from 
Buesnos 
Aires tomorrow, 


probably would come to San Fran- 
cisco Immediately, bringing with 
him a delegation composed of em- 
bassy offlclsls. 


Sovle'. Foreign Commissar Molo- 
tov wan reported to have told hln 
big-power 
colloagueH-Stettlnius of 


the United States, Eden of Brit- 
ain ind Soong of China—that 
he 


is willing to have Argentina Invit- 
ed if tha Warsaw government of 
Poland also is asked to send a del- 
egation here.
